Gov. Talmadge has proposed a consti- 
tutional board. Sen. Knox Gholston, who 
has been crusading for years for better 
roads and less politics, wants to put over 
his statutory plan. There is not too much 
difference between the mechanics of the 
two plans. But we favor the Talmadge 
plan largely because the Governor is press- 
ing for a constitutional board. A statutory 
Board, which can be changed at the whim 
of any future Legislature, won’t be much 
if any better than the alleged system now 
jn operation. . 

The Governor also is reported ready 
to ask for a constitutional amendment re- 
pealing the State property tax. Further- 
more, he wants to abolish 100 or more 
nuisance taxes. 

We long have advocated those very 
actions. The State ought to get out of 
the property tax field, leaving it to local 
governments. And the nuisance taxes are 
just about what the term implies. 
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But these taxes bring: about $7,000,000 
a year to the State. The Governor appar- 
ently has no plans for substitute taxes to 
make up this loss. Less than six months 
ago he called the General Assembly into 
extraordinary session to raise $20,000,000 
to keep State services functioning. At the 
last report these extra taxes were failing 
to bring in the anticipated amount of 
revenue.

A single Board to supervise all elee- 
mosynary institutions is on the adminis- 
tration agenda. Under this plan, which 
originally was proposed by Dean Lombard 
Kelly, of the Georgia School of Medicine, 
the medical school’s faculty would be 
available to State institutions.

A Report—and a Suggestion 


The report of the Pardon and Parole 
Board shows up one of the bright spots 
in the State Government for 1949. 


Though more prisoners were released 
than in any year, except one, since the 
present system was established, 95% per- 
cent of them made good. That exceeds 


the enviable record established in pre-. 


vious years and is far better than the 
national average. ' 


The Board granted 737 paroles during 
the year. It made exceptions to its own 
rules in 24 cases—some of which we criti- 
cized. There is no indication, however, 
that the matter of exceptions got oyt of 
hand. ’ | 

The final criterion for judging the 
Board’s accomplishment is the record of 
prisoners released. And, as the figures 
show, the Board’s judgment in these cases 
has proved good. 

Prisoners who are paroled are under 
constant supervision. But the difficulty 
in Georgia is that only in the more heavily

populated areas is this supervision avail- 
able. For that reason, many prisoners 
who could be paroled must continue their 


service behind walls at the expense of © 
_ the taxpayers. 


Some authorities believe 
two-thirds of Georgia prisoners safely 
could be paroled. 2 

If the General Assembly would make 
provision for a Statewide probation sys- 
tem, which has been recommended many 
times, at least a portion of the money now 
spent on the prison system could be di- 
verted to other pressing needs. Moreover, 
the supervision given a‘ paroled prisoner 
virtually insures his rehabilitation before 
his term expires. But more often than 
not, as the records will show, prisoners 
who serve their- full time and then are 
released on society find the going diffi- 
cult and are forced back tg crime. 

We are told that the probation system 
could be expanded to cover the entire 
State for as little as $60,000 to $75,000 a 
year. It seems to us the Legislaturé would 
be hard put to find a better investment.

Tal- 
madge faction view of Cook and anticipating an 
anti-Talmadge opinion, sneered that Cook’s opin- 
ion “isn’t binding on anyone” before the opinion 
was announced. 

So Talmadge would have been foolish to 
come down off his political high horse and pub 
licly ask a probable opponent if he could run for 
Governor. He would have been foolish—had he 
not known the decision would be in his favor, 
and that an “official” opinion would lend great 
weight to his position.

' The revision of the tax structure of Georgia is a must in the 
near future if the State is to take advantage of the opportunity for 
advancement economically, brought about by the increasing tend- 
ency of industry and other business to locate in the South, where 
the climate, labor conditions, transportation and natural resources 
sare everything that could be wished. 

' Yo encourage tifis development, the enactment of a sound and 
equitable tax structure of a stable nature will contribute more than 
any single effort. 

The State of Georgia cannot hope to survive and make progress 
until a tax structure is enacted that will put a stop to the situation 
of a small minority of the citizens paying taxes to furnish services 
and benefits for a great majority of citizens who in no way feel 
the effect of the cost. Such a tax system is one that will cause 
all citizens to pay a just share of taxes based on ability to pay. 


: i : On some fronts the revision of the tax sys- 
Simplification tem of Georgia has been encouraged for the 
purpose of immediately raising additional revenue. This is of sec- 
ondary consideration since it is believed that the citizens of Geor- 
gia desire and desire NOW, a new, sound and equitable tax sys- 
tem which will be a simplification and co-ordination of necessary 
tax sources designed to meet the needs for the future development 
and welfare of all the citizens of the State. 

” “Originally the taxes received by the State were predicated en- 
a or? the ownership of property and on professional license 
ees. : 

As the years have gone by and with the advent of the creation 
of corporations such as railroads, electric companies, telephone 
companies, gas companies and other private business . companies, 
an effort has been made to direct the sources of taxation at these 
businesses, which furnish the capital and know-how to develop 
Georgia, which in turn creates pay rolls for the citizens. 

Also, as the years have gone by, as special commodities began 
to sell, taxes have been placed on these commodities ag luxuries, 
such as gasoline, beer, wine, cigar and cigarettes. 

Each time a State Department was created a move was always 
made to find some special license tax to impose which would raise 
the funds to support the operation of the department created. 

Consequently, over a long number of years the tax structure of 
Georgia has been built up without regard to equity, co-ordination 
or simplification. 


Changes The move towards tax revision is not something new 

i at has developed in recent years, but is something 
that the State has been moving towards over a number of years. 

In 1937 the move was started to gradually eliminate the ear- 
marking of special funds for specific purposes, and this continued 
= a apmatatapsas x pci basis until the Constitution Revision 

n / 

In the Constitution Revision of 1945 it was proposed and the 
citizens of Georgia voted that all earmarking of funds be eliminated 
and that all funds collected by the State be placed into one general 
fund with the Legislature making appropriations for the operations 
of the various State’Departments. ' ' 

This was the final step in the move to break away from spetial 
fees or licenses or taxes for special purposes, making the next step 
one of simplification of the financial structure of the State by com- 
plete tax system revision. 

Numerous items of special fees and taxes can now be abolished 
without curtailing the services of the various departments of the 
State government of Georgia formerly receiving support from such 


special sources. 

The government of rgia is fundamentally nothing but a 
mutual association whereby the citizens of the State pool their ef- 
forts in the development of education, highways and publie wel- 


fare services to the common good of all. 


. ‘The tax structure in existence today is one 
Special Taxes that was designed so that taxes were levied 
on special interests for the benefit of the same interests. For in- 
stance, when the road system was started and motor vehicle li- 
cense tax and gasoline tax started, the construction of roads was 
for the sole benefit of the owners of automobiles. Today the con- 
struction of a road system is essential to all citizens because taday 
we have school bus transportation, bus transportation available to 
all citizens and trucking facilities which is of aid to the commerce 
of the State. 

The State furnished schools for those who wished to attend. 
Today, under the laws, it is mandatory that a-child of school age, 
regardless of race, creed of color, attend public schools. 

The State now has aid for the blind, the crippled, the aged and 
the dependent children, which considerably broadens the base of 
services. 


Equity I do not know of any mutual associations, fraternal or- 
ganizations, labor organizations or even churches that 
work towards the,mutual welfare of its members but what expects 
the persons receiving the benefits to contribute their just share to- 
wards expenses of keeping the organizations functioning. 

There is no organization that could survive if they allowed 30 
percent of their ‘members to contribute towards its support while 
70 percent of the membership received benefits free of charge. 

It is for the above reasons that the day. has dawned in Georgia 
when the entire tax structure of the State must be changéd to 
bring all citizens of the State into full-fledged contributing mem- 
bership in the government of the State, which is operated for the 
mutual benefit of all..

He died a few days ago. Sir Willmott Lewis, 
Washington correspondent for the London Times. 
Better known around the National Press Club, 
at White House news conferences, in the press galleries of Senate 
and House, and wherever the Washington newsgathering corps 
foregathered, as “Bill” Lewis. 

He was one of the oldest, in years of service, of Washington 
correspondents. Among other newspapermen, he was one of the 
most popular. In fact, in a Press Club popularity poll his name 
to win would be the best bet of all. 


Willmott Lewis fulfilled a double duty and, in so 
Double Duty doing, served his nation as a diplomat without 
portfolio so well he became, probably, a greater factor in strength- 
ening the bonds of friendship between his country and ours than 
any of the distinguished ambassadors who have lived at the Brit- 
ish Embassy. — F 
In his primary role he iaterpreted, through his writings for 
his own paper, the way of life and the habits of thought among 
the American people of today in style that brought to the British 
people a better understanding of Americans. 
The London Times is unique among newspapers of the world. 
It is nicknamed “The Thunderer” and its readers accept its edito- 
rial pronouncements with a serious consideration bestowed on no 
other daily publication. In many respects, it, too, “wears its honors 
lightly,” as evidenced by the world-famous humanities of its front 
page “Agony Column.” But that it is among the weightiest of 
opinion formers is notable in every editorial line and in every sol- 
emnly composed “Letter to the Editor,” from “Old Subscriber.” 
Through such columns Willmott Lewis interpreted America to Brit- 
ain, translating the idiomatic thinking of the younger into the more 


stolid language of the older nation. 

: In his secondary role, Willmott Lewis taught 
His Second Role the American people to better understand 
and better like the English people. 

“Bill” Lewis never lost the distinctive characteristics of the Brit- 
ish. In fact, on the few occasions when I had the honor of talk- 
ing with him, I thought he deliberately overemphasized, in speech 
and appearance and manner, his Britishness. He seemed to shield 
from dilution the precise, clipped Oxford accent which was his. He 
looked “English,” knew it and never let his confreres forget he 
was a London product residing in, to him, a foreign land. 

The subtlety of this manner of his can be appreciated only when 
you remember how extremely popular he was with all other corre- 
spondents stationed in Washington. For, through the two qualities, 
linked together, he was constantly reminding the news and editorial 
men at the national capital that here was an Englishman indeed 
who was, undeniably, as likeable, as decent, as grand a pal and part- 
ner as could be found anywhere, 

_. Those same Washington newsmen with whom he lived, upon 
whom his charming personality had its direct impact, are the most 
influential of our news writers. Who can doubt that the innate 


_ decency, the likeableness of Willmott Lewis was channeled through 


‘many a Washington dispatch into the minds of thousands of their 
readers? With the result that those thousands subconsciously 
learned that the average Englishman, despite his oddities of speech 
and maner, is a good person to know, a good partner in a frolic or 
a fight ‘and, in’ sort, a regular guy? : : | 

No one can estimate the advantage Sir Willmott Lewis brought 
his country merely by his presence in Washington and, by the 
same — * will be wellnigh an impossible task to replace him.

Altamaha Basin development. 

Development of this Central Georgia river system will add to the 
material welfare of the several hundred thousand people living 
within this section of Georgia, taking in such communities as Darien, 
Brunswick, Lyons, Vidalia, Alamo, McRae, Lumber City, Hazlehurst, 
Dublin, Fitzgerald, Abbeville, Hawkinsville and the City of Macon, 
making it possiblé to again serve this territory with river navigation 
from Darien and Brunswick through to Macon on, the Ocmulgee, 
and serve through Laurens County up to Milledgeville on the 
Oconee, with additional electric power. 

The details of the plans have not been made public, but it is 
expected that action will be taken during this session of the Eighty- 
first Congress. 

It would be well if the people along these rivers would make 
their interest known to their Congressmen and Senators.

The 1948 death rate in accidents other 
than motor vehicular was 6.9 percent below that 
of ten years ago, and the highway toll was 1.4 
percent lower than the 1938 figure. 


In considering highway deaths, the field 
of safety has its boundaries, thereby per- 
mitting organized campaigns to combat prac- 
tices which lead to doom. It is possible to 
remind constantly the ¢urve-passing, no- 
signaling multitudes of their follies. When 
considering the over-all field of accidental 
deaths, there comes an inclination to throw 
up the hands and say a certain number of 

people are going to fall down stairs, slip in 
bathtubs, touch power wires, have tractors 
furn over on them—and what can be done 
about it? . : 


The proposed State Safety Council could make 
a study of all causes of accidental death in Geor- 
gia. Then it would possible to prepare a 
check: list that could be made available to. stu- 
dents, householders, farmers, industrial workers, 
etc. This list would point out the causes of acci- 
dental death and provide a constant reminder 
of the roads to fatality. 

Advances of medical science year by year are 
cutting down on the ravages of age-old diseases, 
‘That is one of the reasons accidents have come 
to the fore as the leading killer of young Geor- 
gians. A State-sponsored safety campaign in all

In 
other words, a “ball” ig a ball, 
not a “pill” or “apple” or “pig- 
skin.” 

3. Follow examples of the best 
sports writers. Don’t attempt to 
copy their style, but read their 
stories and take them apart. 
Try to see why the writer did 
certain things 

4. Write | Combvials and clearly. 
Stop when you are through. 
Don’t drag out stories with un- 
necessary details. Instead pick 


out dramatic incidents and play 
them up 

5. iow all sports but special- 
ize in one. In other words, be- 
come an authority on one par- 
ticular game.

“It would be foolish to disre- 
gard the danger of war that is 
inherent in such a situation. 
This danger exists, and will con- 
tinue. The Kremlin has em- 
barked on an aggressive line of 
action which carries with it the 
possibility of war. That danger 
is enhanced by the Communist 
belief in the inevitability of such 
a conflict ... 

In conclusion, Gen. Smith 
warns that we must be ever on 
the alert and firm in our deal- 
ings with Russia and maintain 
our “passionate devotion to the 
free way of life.” 

This is a timely, thought-pro- 


voking book, significant as a con- ~ 


tribution to history. It is to be 
hoped that it will be widely read 
since it will clear away the mists 
from the eyes of many who 
“trust” the Russian..

Lady Macbeth, who in the earlier versions 
was a sort of virago, endowed with crude 
strength and unlimited’ courage, Shakespeare 
changes to a refined lady, in appearance small 
and delicate. et 

As Shakespeare presents them, the witches 


’ did indeed poison Macbeth’s mind with the 


prophecy that he would be advanced through 


various promotions until he reaches the ~ 


throne. But he is unwilling to improve his 
fortunes by murdering the king—least of 
all by committing the murder while the king 
is his house guest. 

‘ Lady Macbeth has no sueh scruples. When 
she learns of the weird prophecy, she at once 
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expresses her fear that her husband will not | 


seize his opportunity. 
“Glamis thou art, and Cawdor, and shalt be 


: What thou are promisd. Yet do I fear thy 


‘nature ; 
It is too full o the milk of human kindness 
To catch the nearest way...” 


When Macbeth reaches home and his wife 
has some words in private with him, the 
revelation of their very’ different characters 
is complete, and the main lines of the plot 
are clearly indicated. Macbeth had been a 
ruthless fighter, but not a murderer. 

He is persuaded that the psychological 
co uences of murder are more terrible 
than the killer can ever foresee. One victim 
will call for more victims to conceal the 
crime, and worst of all, the murderer will 
ruin his mind—his imagination. 3 

He will never again have peace. It has 
been wisely said by more than one discerning 
critic that Shakespeare endowed Macbeth 
with the kind of intelligence we should expect 
from a poet. 

Lady Macbeth will listen to none of her 
husband’s wrgings of conscience and to none 
of his prophetic insights into the ruin which 
the murder will work on their minds. When 
he comes’ from the guest chamber with the 
bloodstained daggers in his hand, he falls at 
her feet as she greets him with a cry of 
love, “My. husband!”’ ete | 

These two of all Shakespeare’s charac- 
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ters ere the oniy iltusiration he has given us 
of husband and wife, bound together by a 
lifetime.of faithful and loving companionship. 

In other* plays the lovers eare happily 
married off, but Macbeth and his wife are’ 
the only portraits of married life seasoned 
and enduring. 

His fears for the safety of their minds 
are justified. 

When Lady Macbeth greets him fresh 
from the murder with his hands bloodstained, 
she tells him‘to get some water and wash 
away the evidence. Toward the end of the 
play,- in the sleep-walking scene, when her 
guilt has driven her out of her mind, she is 
trying to wash from her own hands: the 
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blood that she 
imagines is on them.

HEN the Cuban Government conferred 
its medal of highest honor upon William 
Randolph Hearst recently in Washington, 
a grave-faced woman of 69 sat quietly in her 
modest home far away in Havana. Yet there 
are those who attended the ceremony who say 
that they could almost feel her presence there. 

Time and again her name was on the lips of 
the men who honored Mr. Hearst, and her 
world-famous exploit—when as a girl of 17 she 
escaped from a Cuban prison—came to mind, as 
vivid as the medal’s gold and its blue and white 
colors of Cuba. 

It was she—Evangelina Cosio y Cisneros— 
whose life and freedom were saved through the 
efforts of Mr. Hearst in 1897, in an episode 
which focused the interest ‘of the whole Ameri- 
‘can people on Cuba’s struggle for independence. 
This was recalled when the medal, the’ Grand 
Cross of the Order of Carlos Manuel de Ces- 
pedes, was awarded, and accepted for = Mr. 
Hearst by William Randolph Hearst, Jr. 

The Grand Cross was given for the pub- 
lisher’s unswerving devotion to the cause of a 
free Cuba, but in ticular Ambassador Oscar 
Gans mentioned the rescue of the dark-eyed, 
fearless Cuban patriot, Evangelina: . 

“He who returned liberty to a Cuban maiden 
imprisoned for loving the freedom of her coun- 
try has the most legitimate title to wear over 
his heart, which has throb in. the emotion of 
Cuba, the highest Cuban tion.”

The year was 1876, 
shortly after the Custer 
massacre. Most Ameri- 
cans felt that the Indians 
were getting no less than 
they deserved, but Kath- 
erine was deeply touched. 

“Couldn’t I help?” she asked. 

The priest assured her she could. With her 
sister, she accompanied him on a tedious journey 
by stagecoach, canoe, burro and horseback to 
view the conditions herself. Within five years 
she had established a chain of missions from 
the Great Lakes to the Columbia River and 
southward to the Mexican border. 

When Katherine appealed to Pope Leo XIII 
for assistance in s the missions, he sug- 
gested that she found an order. Becoming 4 
nun, she founded the Order of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Her father died in 1885, leaving her an in- 
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come which amounts to $1,000 a day. Every 


cent of it has been spent on the Order, which 
operates schools, convents, community houses 
and even universities. Mother Katherine, now 
in her 90s, lives on 41 cents a day.

NDER the magic touch of the famed author, 
the old homestead warmed in fancy to 
new life. John P. Marquand was putting 

his heart on paper as he fashioned the story of 
“Wickford Point,” the Brill family’s ancestral 
estate “an hour north of Boston.” 

‘“‘Wickford Point,’’ as Marquand immortalized 
it, was just such a wondrous fictional place for 


. a boy to wander in as Curzon Mill in Newbury- 


port, Mass., actually had been. It was on the 
sweeping acres and in the fine old house of the 
latter place that the writer had spent his early 
years, 

In memory, a man could be a boy again and 
race over rolling fields, watch the wind in the 
long grass, or prowl the quiet, friendly rooms 
of the 300-year-old house whose walls knew a 
thousand secrets. 

Perhaps it was while he was writing that 
Marquand first determined truly to recapture 
the peace and security which that childhood 
home represented. 

Certainly the real Curzon Mill in- 
sisted constantly upon blending with  .,:<# 
the make-believe “Wickford Point.” ,. y 
A few years before, Marquand ‘ail 
had gone through the mill prop- 
erty with other heirs and care- 
fully had tagged each article . 
for its owner. 

Now, in his novel, he had 
Josie, the faithful retainer, 
complain about furniture be- 
ing let fall to pieces for want of 
a little glue, and about how when 
the front door jammed, the Brills 
simply used the side. — 

So Marquand wrote. He was al- 
ready a Pulitzer Prize winner with “The 
Late George Apley.”

His first wife, Christina 
Davenport Sedgwick, had di- 
vorced him in 1935 while he 
was in Peiping. Although 
his second marriage (to Ad- 
elaide Ferry Hooker) was 
working out successfully, he 
and Adelaide had certainly 
clashed at times over politics. 

He once said, “I have 
never been contented with 
the development of my char- 
acter and, quite frankly, I am 

not contented with my literary career.” 

Could possession of Curzon Mill bring that 
contentment? Marquand decided to find out. 
Facing a real-life problem as intricate and im- 
portant as any he had concocted for his literary

His first step was to offer his cousins $40,000 
for their share in the family estate.

As part 
owner of the property—he had been willed his 
share by an aunt—-he filed an equity petition in 
Essex County Probate Court requesting that the 
estate, which he claimed had been allowed to 
deteriorate, be put up for sale at auction so he 
could buy it. 

The matter was turned over to a commis- 
sioner for decision. The commissioner ruled 
against Marquand. Still the writer would not 
be discouraged. Again he went to court, this 
time to appeal the adverse ruling. 

Attorney James Connolly, representing the 
six cousins, told Judge John V. Phelan that “the 
feelings of my clients are best expressed by 
their great-grandfather, Edward Everett Hale, 
when he wrote the book, ‘The Man Without a 
Country.’ To deprive them of their ancestral 
home, their background and their roots, would 
be crue] punishment indeed.” 

Marquand took the witness stand to tell of 
his own offer and of his plans for the old place, 
how it would be returned to its former fine con- 
dition, and be a perfect setting for his work. 

But the judge decided against Marquand. 
The estate, he ruled, must be divided among 
the heirs according to their holdings. The tri- 
umphant cousins stated that Marquand had 
always been generous and friendly and they 
hoped the decision would not mean a serious 
rift. But they hailed it just the same. 

Solemnly, Marquand left the courtroom 
where his dream had come to frustration. He 
did not try to prophesy his own future in rela- 
tion to Curzon Mill, or “Wickford Point.” After 
all, an author who left his characters facing un-

The ticket counterfeiters had collected their 
unearned winnings at a dozen or more tracks 
before the good thing was over. 

The actual roundup of leaders started when 
a young man offered two $50 tickets for pay- 
ment at a cashier’s window at Belmont Park, in 
New York. They were on No. 3 in the seventh 
race and the total payoff came to $625. 

But the cashier had been a tay’ and the 
Pinkertons were near at hand. He Slipped the 
tickets under the violet ray machine.and pressed 
the Pinkerton button. The tickets were forgeries 
and the holder was. seized almost immediately. 

From that point on, Special Agents William 
J. Powell and Harold F. Moore took up the trail 
of the conspirators.

the identical scores but the exact yardage gained 
by the opposing teams. 

His crystal ball was equally precise in de- 
termining basketball scores in advance. 

A sports publication ran two feature stories 
on the young man’s. remarkable ability to fore- 
see results. Once he predicted a winning foot- 
ball team would gain 404 yards and told a 
newspaper the pencil he used had 404 written 
on it. 

Asked to mail in the pencil, he said he had 
lost it on a train. 

Finally, a suspicious newspaper asked the 
postal authorities to investigate. The clerk had 
won hundreds of dollars and other prizes when 
he was finally arrested and revealed the secret 
of his amazing success. . 

He used to postmark envelopes on Friday 
and wait until the football games were over’ on 
Saturday. Then -he would’ fill out the entry 
blanks and take them back to the post office, 
where he would slip them into the outgoing mail. 

Thus, envelopes ‘containing his winning 
tickets were properly postmarked. 

In this connectien, it is interesting to note 
that honest selectors sometimes have their 
troubles, too.

Let’s stop a moment, and look at that loaf 
of bread. It doesn’t seem big enough for them 
all—but the truth is that, without. half trying, 
the Tax Foundation found at least 151: taxes 
hidden in it. 

Tax Foundation took a loaf of bread sold by 
a grocer in Indianapolis. The grocer paid four 
Federal taxes—individual income tax, 15% 
telephone tax, 3 per cent tax on transportation 
of property, and 20% tax on a safety deposit 
box. Not to mention taxes on light bulbs, re- 
frigerators, and other equipment. ) 

The baker who made the bread paid eight 
Federal taxes—corporation income tax, stamp 
tax on transfer of investments securities, tele-* 
phone tax, telegram tax of 25%, transportation 
tax of 15% for salesmen and others on company 
business, transportation of property tax, safe 
deposit tax, one per cent payroll social security 
tax. | 

The baker and the grocer between them paid 
some 15 state taxes. The mill in Kansas City 
that made the flour paid seven Federal and eight 
Missouri state taxes. The railroad that hauled 
the flour to Indianapolis paid at least five Fed- 
eral taxes, and state taxes in each state through 
which it passed—Missouri, Illinois and Indiana.

Sure, they’re essentials to you. But you pay 
a “luxury tax” of 20 per. cent on all of them 
just the same. 


DON'T think that you'll escape those taxes 

by going to a beauty parlor. The law says 
that the proprietor of a beauty parlor is con- 
sidered as buying those goods at retail, and 
must pay retail taxes on them—taxes,-of course, 
which she considers as part of the cost of doing 
business, and passes on to you. 

Now for that suit. The Tax Foundation 
found at least 116 taxes woven into hubby’s suit 
—and yours won’t be far from that. There’s 
the retailer, and the manufacturer, the trans- 
portation of the suit, the railroad, the cotton- 
grower, the wool grower, the weaver... 

You get tired of it, after a while. But the 
tax collector doesn’t. Of course—you have to 
have a new hat to go with the suit. That’s an- 
other 150 hidden taxes—so the Tax Foundation 
found out. It took an Easter bonnet sold in a 
New Canaan, Conn., store, and traced it back 
through its various processors. ; 

It started with a ribbon maker in New 
Jersey, who paid a Federal corporation tax, and 
a Federal telephone tax, amoung many others. 

Next, your new fur coat. 

No matter what the price, you pay a Fed- 
eral excise tax of 20%.. Then, of course, there 
are the taxes paid by the trapper, and the man 
who carried the fur to market, and the man 
who processed the furs, and the man who cut 
them, and the man who made them into a coat, 
and the man who carried the coat to a whole- 
saler, and the wholesaler, and the man who 
carried it to the retailer, and the retailer, and 
a few other people along the way. 

The only one who doesn’t seem to have paid 
a tax on it was the rabbit himself. But, of 
course, it was his skin. 

Well, with a new suit, and a new bonnet 
and a new coat, you’ve simply got to have some 
new jewelry. Dig up 20% again, sister. | 

Taxes on jewelry brought Uncle Sam $210,- 
688,165 in the year ending June 30, 1949. Taxes 
on furs brought $61,946,247; taxes on cosmetics 
and toilet goods $93,969,241—and taxes on 
luggage brought $82,607,133. 

On the way home you remember to get a 
bottle of liquor for the party tonight. Uncle 
Sam gets an excise tax of $9 a gallon on distilled 
spirits—$2.25 a quart on bonded whiskey. On

blended whiskey, the gallonage taxes will run 
about $1.55 a fifth, plus another 5 cents as a tax 
on rectifiers who blend whiskey with grain 


‘neutrals spirits, and a cent for the stamp that 


tops the bottle.. 
State taxes will average about 29 cents a 
bottle—a total of $1.90 in Federal, state and 


_ local taxes. 


REGARDLESS of that, hubby’s ready for a nip 

when he comes home at the énd of a hard day. 
This, it seers, is a red-letter day. He’s been 
talking to the architect, about that new house 
you'd love to build. 

Of course, there are a few taxes to think of 
~-a or more, of which the Tax Founda- 
tion has counted some 700, without doing much 
more than skimming the surface. 

There’s the bank, and the title insurance 
company, and the fire insurance company, and 
the builder, and the real estate agent, and the 
architect. 

All of them pay some, or all, of such. Féd- 
eral taxes as individual or corporate income 
taxes, stamp on security transfers, telephone 
and telegraph, taxes for the transportation of 
salesmen, officials, and such, taxes on the trans- 
portation of property, taxes on the lease of safe 
deposit boxes, manufacturer’s excise taxes, and 
payroll taxes. 

They also pay some, or all, of such state taxes 
as corporation organization fees, corporation in-

premiums tax, real estate franchise tax, real 
estate yearly dividends tax, unincorporated 
tax, motor vehicle registration tax, mortgage 
tax, general property taxes, miscellaneous li- 
cense taxes and inspection fee, unemployment 
compensation taxes, and such local taxes as 
property taxes and recording fees. 

That’s for the purchase, financing and de- 
velopment of your home. | 

But that’s only the beginning. 

Involved in its construction are the sub- 
contractor, dealers and jobbers, railroads that 
transport materials, and various manufacturers, 
including plumbing and-heating, masonry, in- 
sulation, linoleum, roofing wallboard, electrical 
supplies and electrical fixtures, hardware, paint, 
steel, flooring, and millwork. 

They each pay some, or ali, of all the taxes 
we named above—and in a few cases some 
others. Then there are- other 
who supply the manufacturers who i ma- 
terial for your house. And they paid taxes. 

True, mest. of those taxes are siot charged 
directly to you. But they are part of the cost 
of doing business for the firms that contribute 
to your house. And, one way or the other, the 
bulk of them find their way into the total cost 


of your house: |

And who pays many of them in the end? 

The tenant, of course — through his monthly 
rents. That’s true in a big multi-apartment 
building, too. The details may change, but the 
taxes don’t. 

They go on forever. | 

(Canadians pay taxes, too. But across the 
border in Canada, the Finance Minister, A C. 
Abbott, believes that taxes should .cause “as 
little harm and irritation as possible.” How

ON CE there were giants 
on Lundy, one of the 
least known but most ad- 
venture-shrouded -British 
islets.

is the lord of Lundy. To 
his subjects he is “Mr. 
Harman.” But officially 
he’s King Martin I, 
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only monarch besides King 
George VI in all Britain. 
A $64,000 investment, 
plus a rare feudal heritage 
clinging to Lundy since the 
12th century, established 
conservative Mr. Harman 


in the royalty business. 


Since medieval times, 
Lundy has been a vest- 
ket dominion of the 
ritish crown. Whoever 
owns it is officially its king, 
and the island’s inhabi- 
tants owe allegiance both 
to him and to the King of 


England. 


SOME of the new king’s 

friends thought he was 
rash to pay such a sum for 
the lonely island, only 
three miles long, at the 
mouth of the Bristol Chan- 
nel. The financier’s associ- 
ates reminded him that all 
Lundy—plus a box of 
books—once was auctioned 
off for a mere $100. 

The new king blandly 
ignored their criticism. He 
is an enthusiastic bird lov- 
er, and ‘Lundy is one of 
Britain’s greatest havens 
for seafowl. Also, King 
Martin doubtless had a 
trick or two of finance in 
mind.

44 ERE’S a prescription,” the doctor said. 
“Take one capsule every four hours 
and let me know how your cold is 

tomorrow.” 

In New York, this winter, the young woman 
who received this instruction followed it. She 
took three capsules during the day. She slept 
exceptionally soundly that night, which the 
woman didn’t know was largely due to the medi- 
cine. The next morning she telephoned: “Doc- 
tor, my nose and throat are clear. My cold 


seems to have gone.”’ 


Her relief was similar to the experience of 
several other patients who had received the same 
prescription for stopping a cold, especially in 


its beginning.

A New Group of Drugs Called “Anti-Histaminics" Is 
Being Used to Combat the Symptoms of 
the Troublesome Malady 


physician’s prescribed medicines was one be- 
longing to the group.of chemicals called “anti- 
histaminics’” — meaning that they counteract a 
substance known as “histamine,” which causes 
many of the symptoms of allergy, for example, 
of hay fever. 

Recently doctors have been using anti-hista- 
minics, sometimes alone but mostly in combina- 
tion with other simple drugs to alleviate various 
symptoms of a common cold. Some of them 
believe that a cold, like hay fever, begins as an 
allergic reaction. In the opinion of others, the 
allergic reaction of a cold occurs in persons who 
are susceptible to various allergic troubles. The 
issue is not yet settled. 

The treatment of a cold with an anti-allergic 
drug aims at keeping down the irritation of the 
nose and throat tissues and resulting secretions, 
not at killing the virus which is the primary 
cause of the cold infection. By reducing or 


abolishing the irritation and the secretions of - 


the nose and the throat, however, the treatment 
gives the body itself a better chance to destroy 
the virus too, according to expert opinion. 

The histamine which produces the trouble- 
some cold symptoms might be released in the 
tissues both by some virus —a protein material, 
alien to the body -—and by exposure to cold 
temperature, especially chilling drafts. What- 
ever the theory, the beneficial effects of anti- 
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in medical experience. 

The trial treatments for the common cold 
as an allergic condition have been particularly 
stimulated by the arresting reports of the suc- 
cess with anti-histaminics by Capt. John M. 
Brewster, 51-year-old physician of the United 
States Naval Hospital, Corpus Christi, Tex. He 
and his associates originally treated 572 pa- 
tients while he was at the Naval Hospital at 
Great Lakes, IIl. 

His first case was himself. He had been 
prone, for years, to repeated colds each year 
and attacks of hives and other typical allergic 
disorders. Once he had a cold and a case of 
hives together. To cure himself of hives he 
took Benadryl, one of the anti-histaminics, and 
he was relieved of both hives and cold. This 
started his experimenting with the drug at 
Great Lakes. 

In one group of 21, who came to him within 
an hour or two ofthe onset of a cold, 19 ap- 
peared to be wholly freed of all symptoms of 
cold; that is, 90 per cent of those treated. Among 
others who received treatment within 12 to 24 


-hours after the start of a cold, 70 per cent had 


their symptoms: stopped abruptly. Even those 
who received the medication when their cold 
had been of two or three days duration, or 
longer, benefited to some extent.

Captain Brewster’s conclusion was that 
the earlier the drug was given, following 
the onset of the cold, the better were the 
results. He used in his trials four different 
anti-histaminics—Benadryl, Pyribenzamine, 
Thenylene, Histadyl and Neoantergan, with 
about equal effectiveness. 

Neohetramine is another anti-histaminic used 
in the “cold pills’’ employed by Dr. Charfes C. 
Sweet and Dr. Joseph J. Arminio on volunteers 
in experimental treatments given convicts at 
Sing Sing Prison, and on nuns at @ conyent in 
New York State. The general results were;simi- 
lar to those obtained by Dr. Brewster. >. 

It has been well known that the amti-hista- 
minics cause “side effects,” that is, fnies sirable 
effects such as drowsiness, dryness of the. nose 
and throat, sometimes dizziness and -pausea. 
In about one-third of the users the drowsine«s 
may be so serious as to lead to accidents-whiie 
walking or driving. But people ~ respond 
differently to the various drugs. Generally 
spéaking the smaller the dose necessary the 
less are the side effects. : 

For treating colds, various preparations, 
consisting of one of the anti-histaminics, are 
available. For treatment of allergy these drugs 
are obtained on prescription. | 

‘Until a specific remedy for the common cold, 
capable of destroying the virus itself and allevi- 
ating its symptoms is discovered, all that _can 
be done is to arrest the outstanding symptoms 
—particularly the irritation and secretions of 
the nose and throat and near-by regions. Such 
effort to control the troubles the cold gives has 
been going on for ages. 

Chemists are now giving us new drugs, 
among them the anti-histaminics, which are not 
related to sedatives previously much used for 
colds. Used skilfully they promise to help in 
controlling and clearing up colds. : 

There is every prospect of another advance 
being made by combining the anti-histaminics 
with antibiotics. 

For example, penicillin or sulfadiazine, both 
germ-destroying antibiotics, could be combined 
with. one. of, .the.. effective, .anti-histaminics.

lina to the United States. 
The people of the United 
States welcomed her. In 
Madison Square, New York, 
120,000 cheered her as 
Decker escorted her to a 
platform in the park. Presi- 
dent William McKinley re- 
ceived her in the White 
House. 

The words of her cause, 
“Cuba Libre!” spread across 
the country. 

As she toured the coun- 
try, pleading that cause, 
public opinion everywhere 
supported her and sym- 
pathy for Cuba grew. Sym- 
pathy deepened to a sense 
of outrage as Governor- 
General Weyler, in Cuba, 
took the rash step which 
became notorious as the 
“reconcentrado”’ proclama- 
tion. 

“I order and comniand 
thatall the inhabitants of 


the country now outside- 


the towns, shall, within 
eight days, concentrate 
themselves in the towns. 
Any individual who after 
the expiration of this 
period is found in the un- 
inhabited parts will be con- 


sidered a rebel and tried 
as such.” The cruelty of that 
measure stirred President 
McKinley to characterize it 
as “not civilized warfare 
but extermination.” He 
asked Whitelaw Reid to 
learn whether Spain would 
sell Cuba to the U. S. and 
was informed: 

“Spain would never sell 
the brightest jewel in her 
crown.” 

The President would have 
averted war if 
he could, but on 
Feb. 15, 1898, in 
Havana Harbor, 
the American 
battleship Maine 
was blown up 
with a loss of 
266 American 
seamen. Con- 
gress passed a 
resolution citing 
Spain’s gross 
misdeeds, de- 
clared “that the 
people of Cuba 
are and of right 
ought to be free 
and independ- 
ent,”’ and  de- 
manded that 
Spain leave the 
‘“‘government 
and control of 
the island to its 
people.” 

Spain prompt- 
lyretaliated with 
a declaration of 
a state of war.

“Mr. Hearst’s act in de- 
fense of a Cuban girl led 
to the liberation of a whole 
nation.”’

She married 
the carriage driver of her 
rescue expedition, Carlos 
Carbonel of the Consulate 
staff. 

Their only daughter, 
studying as a painter in 
New Orleans, died tragi- 
cally when she was 17.

and set up as a pirate admiral. Busi- 
ness flourished until 1945, when 
Wong attacked three harmless-look- 
ing junks which proved to be packed 
with British Commandos. Wong es- 
caped wounded, but was captured by 
a rival brigand and turned over to 
Macao police, who shot him. 

Mme. Wong visited her late hus- 
band’s’ headquarters next day and 
claimed the leadership. His tough 
captains were inclined to disagree. 
The widow Wong extended a silken 
leg, revealing her ankle artillery. 
While the bemused captains stared, 
she opened her handbag’ and 
whipped out two other revolvers. 

The ensuing conversation has 
never been reported in detail, but it 
convinced Wong’s henchmen that the 
Madame was as clever and hard- 
boiled as she was beautiful. Thus 
far, the China Coast agrees, they’ve 
had no cause to regret taking orders 
from a woman.
